CITY tiOYMWMKNT BY TEW KH 
•MN. 


Municipal government in the Unit­ 
'd States ha* nowhere been success­ 
ful, and in many places it has been so 
corrupt anti imrfllcieut as to suggest to 
anxious mind* the ultimate failure of 
free institution* 
Yet municipal gov­ 
ernment comes nearer to tho individ- 
&&1 cit iron Urn* say other sort of gov- 
rrnment. lf Hie municipal business is 
well doue. it promotes the comfort 
and dignity ai his own life and that of 
tis family, lf it is ill done it stains and 
iegrades his 
whole existence. 
The 
acre sight of municipal work done 
dishonestly. or shiftlessly, is extreme­ 
ly demoral iring for all citizens. Their 
awn standard* of work may easily be 
affected by the standards of munici- 
jal work, and any dishonesty or lack 
3f fidelity mintfoipal servants are sure 
job the mass of c4 ti tens of securities, 
oomforts, or facilities which they need 
and have paid far directly or indirect­ 
ly. Let us first examine some of the 
sources of mwtticipal failure in the 
United State* 
The structure of the city govern­ 
ment in this •wintry was a most un­ 
fortunate oue. It was copied early in 
the nineteenth century from the struc­ 
ture of the national government, and 
therefore had <1* upper house, the al­ 
dermen. its lower house, the common 


, ouncil, and its executive—the mayor. 
Now, city business is almost wholly 
administrative or executive, 
and 
is 
very little concerned with large pol­ 
icies 
or 
far-reaching 
legislation. 
There is no occasion tor two legisla­ 
tives bodies, or even one, in the gov­ 
ernment of a city. Modern cities have 
to provide and maintain schools, roads 
and bridges, sewers, a water supply, 
a fire department, courts, police and 
street lights, and to take care of the 
numerous helpless aud defective mein- 
hers of the community. The condi­ 
tions under which municipal business I 
is now conducted 
are 
so 
different 
from those which existed when the 
American form of 
city 
government 
was set up. that one might reason­ 
ably expect a form not wholly im­ 
practicable sixty or eighty years ago 
to have become absolutely unsuitable 
or even impossible, today. 
There is no brauch or department 
of city business today which can be 
properly carried on except by experts 
in all department* amateur executive 
agents are completely out of aud are 
sure to be sources of insufficiency, if 
not of corruption. This, indeed, is one 
of the main sources of municipal fail­ 
ure in the United States. Nothing can 
be plainer than the general proposi­ 
tion that lawyers, engineers, eletric- 
ians, teachers, architects, physicians, 
and similar experts are the only com­ 
petent persons to really do the work 
of cities. 
Such trained persons must 
I be employed continuously and on long 


I tenures o f office in the service of a 
j city or its work will not be properly 
I done. 
The superiority of a small com­ 
mission over the antiquated system of 
mayor and councilmen is clearly dern 


onstrated, as is evidenced by the ex­ 
perience of Galveston. Tex., Boston, 
Mass.. Des Moines, la., and other cit­ 
ies of our country; which gave all city 
powers to a body of five men, of whom 
three are appointed and two are elect­ 
ed. or all may be elected. 
lf it be clearly understood that suc­ 
cessful men of proved capacity are 
needed and wanted for the city’s ser­ 
vice, able men will be attracted to tho 
service, just because the standard of 
th** service is set high. The enlarging 
of units of organization is a world- 
wide tendency in all sorts of business, 
so that the changes here suggested in 
municipal government are only 
an­ 
other group of instances to a stream 
of tendencies. 
Larger functions in 
fewer 
hands 
will command the services of better 
men—of men honest, 
efficient, 
and 
public spirited.

Per Cent—Pollee Court Inactive. 
Oklahoma City. Dec. 17.—During the 
30 days following the advent of the 
prohibition law. the sheriff’s office ha:^ 
handled a much sm aller number of 
alleged criminals than during tho 30 
days preceding. 
Prof Oct. 16 to Nov. 16. 55 arrests 
were made. 
In this number there 
were included alelged first degree min­ 
der, assaults with intent to kill, crtm- 
nal assaults and petit thieves galore. 
From Nov. 16 to Dec. 16 32 arrects 
were made, and the variety ot crime 
included 
bootlegging, 
criminal 
as­ 
sault. and besides horse thieving, sev­ 
eral misdemeanors. 
“I would approximate the volume ot 
crime in Oklahoma City during the 30 
do>s following the operation of the 
prohibitive article to be 75 per cent 
less than the 30 days prior thereto.” 
said Sheriff George W. Garrison last 
evening. “The jail records show a no­ 
ticeable decrease of crime.”
